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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in Paper No. 7/30/2003 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that in light of the amendment, Group I and Group I are related 
as a product and process of making the product rather than a product and process of using as 
previously discussed. In light of the amendment and argument, the examiner has withdrawn the 
restriction between Group I and Group II. 

2. Claims 1 8-24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected graphic tool, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7/30/2003. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 8-24 
non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 18-24 have tieen cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art to prepare a dual 
function printing member comprising a transparent substrate and an ablatable coating wherein 
the optical density in visible and UV light is 3.0 and wherein the uppermost surface of the layer 
is scratch-resistant. From the specification it can be determined that in order to meet the optical 
density requirements, the layer should comprise a UV absorbing dye and carbon black in 
combination with an amino resin or nitrocellulose. Two references, Verburgh (5,536,619) and 
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Ray et al (6,416,932) disclose similar materials, however, neither teaches or suggests the use of 
this combination of components in a layer wherein its uppermost portion is scratch-resistant or 
wherein a scratch-resistant top layer is provided.
